Mr. G. H. Price, B.A., Dip.Ed., T.P.T.C., was appointed Head 
Master, and since tenders for the school buildings had not been let, 
arrangements were made to open the school for Form I only in the 
Baptist Church Halls,.

Ex-sixth grade pupils from the primary schools at Altona, Sea- 
holme, Newport and Newport West formed the nucleus of the new 
school. :
